Wildest Terror Created by 
Fire Among the Mexi- 
cans, 


ll 


City of Mexico, July 11.—4A leke of oll, 
covering an area of more than one 
square mile and of unknown depth, in 
the state of Vera Cruz, is on fire. It 
has been burning for five days and has 
greated the wildest terror among the 
matives of that section. The blaze is 
geen for more than 200 miles at sea, ac- 
cording to navigators who have arrived 
eat Vera Cruz and Tampico. 

The scene of the fire is about 75 miles 
southeast of Tampico, near the San Ge- 
ronimo river. It is remote from any 
railroa4é. An oil fleld was being devel- 
oped at that place by the Pennsylvania 
Oil Company. which is composed of 
Pittsburg men. The company had bored 
@ number of wells and all of them were 
flowing oil in large quantities. The prod- 
uct was being placed in earthen storage 
tanks preparatory to shipping. 

A careless workman accidentally set 
fire to one of the wells and the flames 
were communicated to the underground 
reservoir of the oil. A terrific gxplosion 
occurred, which uplifted the earth’s sur- 
face throughout the whole field. The 
explosion was heard 75 miles distant. 
The oil company lost $200,000 worth of 
machinery and the oil which has been 
burned will total millions of barrel’. The 
whole oil fleld will be destroyed.

Real- 
izing that immediate action was im- 
perative, they conferred with officials 
who were friendly, and arranged to 
have the telegram held in the receiving 
office at Port Au Prince until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon of July 4. The 
Pring Wilhelm IV. was echeduled_ to 
steam for New York at |! o'clock. 

The two condemned men gathered 
together a few pieces of baggage, and 
went aboard the vessel. 

When the telegram was delivered the 
Prinz Wikthelm IV. had steamed an hour 
before, and the refugees were beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Haytien law. 

AS s00n as the vessel docked in 
Brooklyn, Valbrune and Theodule were 
hurried away by a friend, «who _ se- 
creted them until passage could be ar-

UHASTLY STORY 
FROM Tht CONG

Shipwrecked Whites Were 
Eaten by Cannibals 


The Sale Survivor Out of Seventy 
Goes Mad With Horror—Cap- 
tain Lundgren and His 
Friend Were Spearcd 
to Death. 


Special Cable. 

London, July f!i.—The Wider Dempster 
tmer Albertville, which 4rrived at 
Southampton from the west coast ofr 
Africa, brought details of the terribie 
dilsaster on the River Congo, involving 
the wreck of.the steamer Ville de 
Bruges and the loss of betweén seventy 
and eighty litfves. 

The vessel was on the voyage from 
Stanleyville tO Leopoldville, and hat 
ealled at Dumangi. Shortly after tne 
resumption of the vovage, however, the 
vessel suddenly encountered a Violent 
tornado. Captain Lundgren, who was 
tm command of the ship, decided to seek 
the shelter of the shore, but the tem- 
pest increased in fury, and he was una- 
ble to carry out the design. 

The Vessel Overtarns. 


The storm drove the vessel On to & 
eandbank, and the ship eventually over- 
turned. : 

In addition to Captain Lundgren, who 
was a native of Sweden, there were Six 
Bureopeans on board, Selgtans and 
Swedes, the rest being natives. 

Captain Lundgren and a friend with 
much difficulty, succeeded {in swimming 
ashore, but directly they dfd so were 
seized by natives, many of whom had 
gathered in menacing attitudes on tne 
beach. Some, it is understood, clamn- 
ored for the lives of the captives, while 
others, more fearful of the conse- 
quences, counseled.the chieftain not to 
bring reprisals on them by slaying the 
white men. 


Speared to Death and Paten. 


The chieftains turned deaf ears to the 
latter’s supplications, and after much 
parieying Captain Lundgren and his 
friend were speared to death. 

The engineer of the Ville de Bruges, 
who had managed to keep himseif 
afloat and was a spectator of this terri- 
ble tragedy, succeeded later in the day 
in escaping the natives’ clutches, and in 
a@ terribly exhausted state was able to 
eommunicats to the cOmmandant of tne 
nearest station the ghastly story. As 
far as can be ascertained, he is the 
sole survivor of the disaster. 

Measures were at once taken te inves- 
tigate the affair, a search was made for 
the bodies of Captain Lundgren and his 
friend, but without avail, and the-e 
seems little doubt that they were eaten 


Many arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the affair, and when thea 
Alberéville left Congo ports two chier- 
tains were awaiting trial. The engineer 
of the Ville de Bruges had lost nis 
reason through the terrfble ordea] he 
hed undergone, and wes lying in a 
hospétal.

The employment 
of electric motors in driving labor- 
saving machines has already proved 
itself so useful and economical that 
every day many electric installations 
are made; and in no case has there 
been a return to other methods which 
are already prouonced ‘old-fashioned. 

Of course, for several years electricity 
has been used ‘in many big manufactur- 
ing plants for driving various kinds of 
machiery, such as lathes and lifting- 
cranes, but it has only been within the 
last year that its general application to 
domestic work of all kinds has made 
such headway. Ina large numebr of 
dairies the churns are now driven by 
electricity; and several bakeries are 
using electricity especially for beating 
eggs and mixing the material for cakes, 
where a high speed 1s required. 

In Germany, particularly in the dis- 
trict of Westphalia, several agricultural 
operations are carried on wholly by elec- 
tric methods. in Baden the threshing 
and straw-baling machines are electrical- 
ly driven, and many of the dairy farms 
are equipped ‘with electric power. In 
Switzerland, nearly everything is done 
by electricity nowadays.

Ada 
Brown, of Chesterton, Oxfordshire, Dil- 
cock’s sister, was charged with receiv- 
ing part of the property to the value 
of $7,000. Both the accused pleaded 
not guilty. Jewelry recovered by the 
holice since the date of the robbery wae 
“displayed in court, and ft was men- 
tionegd that some twenty or thirty arti- 
cles were still missing. 

Dileock, it was stated, had rendere@ 
every possible assistance to the prose- 
cution in the effort to secure possessiog 
of the stolen prdberty. 

The house steward at Lowther castle 
stated that Lord Lonsdale was away 
from the castle at the time of the rob- 
bery, and the howsekeeper was in 
charge. Dilcock was formerly em- 
ployed as house carpenter. 

Evidence was next given by a Pen-! 
rith inn-keeper of the purchase for $i@ 
from Dilcock of the domino box, a# 
$1,500 watch, and a $2,000 diamond 
pendant. Witness's wife had charac~- 
terized the articles as rubbish.

London, July |i.—While so much has 
been said about the gorgeousness of 
#ome of the American ambassadors and 
their private homes in the various cap- 
itale of Burope, discreet silence has 
been maintained about the actual 
American embassies. The fact is, it is 
usually supposed thet the embassy of- 
fices are where the ambassador lives, 
and that is the case with most of the 
other powers, which own big houses— 
Sometimes palaces—where their ambas- 
Sadors live, rent free, and have their 
offices, too. The German embassy in 
London, for instances, is a magnificent 
$15,000-a-yer mansion in Carlton 
House terrace, just beyond William 
Waldorf Asior’s home and across the 
street from the mansion of Sir Gilbert 
Parker, who luckily has a rich Ameri- 
oan wife. The Italian and French em- 
bassies here are also worthy of princes; 
but the American embassy !s crowded 
into a few particularly stuffy, il- 
lighted, grimy rooms in an office build- 
ing in Victoria street, affording a mark- 
ef contrast to the splendors of Dor- 
chester House, where Mr. Reid lives, 
ten-minutes’ walk distant. 

The embassy is located between a 
Second-hand furniture shop and a sec- 
ond-class restaurant, and occupies the 
basement, ground-floor, and one or two 
rooms on the top floor of an unattrac- 
tive brown stone second-class pbuild- 
ing. The outward appearance of the 
embassy gives one an impression of 
melancholy decrepitude, which is more 
than confirmed by the interior. Al! 
the offices are badly furnished. Even 
the ambassador’s private sanctum ap- 
pears shabby. 

When in his office the American am- 
bassador in London sits in a ground- 
floor; front room which !s literally right 
On the street. From the top a London 
‘bus you can peer down into the am- 
DasSadorial sanctum. Besides the lack 
of privacy. there is the additional die- 
comfort of street noises made by lum- 
bering motor ‘buses and other traffic 
The whole tmpression conveyed by the 
embassy is one of cheapness. Con- 
sidering the {mmense amount of bus- 
dness done, one is surprised at the utter 
lack of up-to-date modern office equip- 
ment.

the town. <All over the east the same 
conditions prevail. In Teheran we oc- 
cupy a veritable shanty, and there is no 
way of protecting our property. If 
@enyone thought it worth while to stea! 
Our code book, or other state papers it 
would be simple enough. In Tokio our 
embassy is very shabby, and certainly 
fails to inspire the Japs with the idea 
of our greatness. The only decent em- 
bassy in the east is tn China. 

“From the business man’s point of 
view, the American embassies all over 
Europe reflect on our country. What 
We need everywhere abroad are perma- 
nent homes with good vaults for hold- 
ing state documents. The ambassador 
should be decently housed at the ex- 
pense of the state, on a par with other 
plenipotentiaries with whom he’ hag 
dealings.”

Portuguese Past Africa is now one of 
the chief sources of the labor supply 
of the mines of the Transvaal. Before 
the Chinese wers imported four-fiftns 
of the negro workmen were brought in 
from the outside, and mostly from this 
region.

The bazars in which the glaves 
were exposed for sale have passed away 
and the town is practically dead. 

The city of Beira ig not as prosperous 
as it has been in the past. Its popula- 
tion has fallen off aince the Boer war. 
and it now has 600 or 700 whites, about 
1,600 negroes and a considerable num- 
ber of Kast Indians. It is a town of 
banke, stores and hotels. It hae a street 
car line, but the cars are little four- 
wheeled affairs, each large enough to 
hold but two persons, and they are push- 
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all, was raised by means Of a derrick 
to our steamer. The human freignt 
howled out in unison as it rose, and 
men thought they were killed when the 
basket came down with a thud on the 
deck. 

During our stay we took about two 
score such basketsful of ebony human- 
ity, making something !iKe 200 negroes 
in all. It wes told that the men would 
be taken to Delagoa Bay, and thence 
shipped in by railroad to mines of 
the Rand. They are employed on short 
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time contracts, and as a rule serve . 
a few months, when they are anxious 
to go back home. The Chinese came in 
on three vears’ contracte, with the priv- 
liege of extending them to six years. 
They have made much better laborers 
than the native Africans, who, as & 
rule, wish to stop labor as s00n as they 
have accumulated enough money to Duy 
an extra wife or so who can support 
them at. home. 
4 Night at Bamboo Creek. 

I stopped at Bamboo creek on account 
of a washout on the railroad going into 
Rhodesia. I had traveled all day from 
Beira, on Indian passing 
through largely covered with 
water. It pad been raining for a week 
or so, and che country ia now flooded.

the hotel. 1 have not yet decided to go.

We were a curious party as we came 
into the hotel for dinner, and our en- 
tertainment was interesting. In the 
first place we ‘had tne chief engineer 
of the Rhodesia railways, and with him 
a nephew of Lord Roberts, who is aiso 
a civid engineer.

Lourenco Marques, on the other hand, 
is rapidly growing.

The great marsh at the back of the city 
nas been drained and the mosquito 
plague is practically wiped out. The town 
is rapidiy becoming the chief port for 
the Transvaal, and it is where our 
American goods for that region are now 
landed. 

The city has one the best harbors 
on the African continent. Jt is known as 
Delagoa bay. It is 28 miles long and 
about !4 miles wide, and it reminds one 
Manila bay in its extent. Indeed, it 
could contain at one time all the ships 
whiah come to Africa and have room to 
spare. 

Lourenco Marques began to grow when 
the railroad connecting it with Jo- 
hannesburg was built This was about 
thirteen years ago, and its progress has 
been steady from then until now. It is 
by far the nearest route from the sea to 
the gald fields. The distance from Jo- 
hannesberg is only 394 miles, while from 
Durban, the chief port of Natal farther 
south, it is 483 miles, and from Cape 
Town more than |,000 miles. The Portu- 
guese government has been doing much 
to improve the harbor. They have built 
a quay almost half a mile long and have 
equipped it with all modern conveniences 
for loading and unloading vessels. They 
have built great warehouses and have 
aiso constructed a dry dock and other

TINY ISLANDS 
OF THE BRITISH 


[Interesting Description of 


Some of the Small Pos- 
sessions of England. 


Special Cable. 


London, July !tt.—That very latest 
addition to the British empire, Coe- 
tivy Island, is not the smallest single 
bit of territory reigned over by King 
Kdward. 

For Coetivy, although little more 
than a chunk of volcanic rock, dumped 
down by nature in the middle of the 
Indian ocean, is between eight and 
nine square miles in- extent; and this, 
for a desert isiand, is quite a respecta- 
ble size. 

It is, for instance, at least ten times 
as big as Pudding island, in the Tonga 
group, which is, Dy latest reports, less 
than a mile in circumference. The 
area of this latter, too, is gradually 
diminishing, owing to the disintegra- 
tion and subsidence of the coral base 
on which it stands. It derives § its 
curious name from its striking resem- 
blance to the top half of a pudding, 
the barrier reef which entirely sur- 
rounds it standing for the rim of the 
basin. 

Then, again, there is Beehive island, 
in the South Pacific. which rises from 
the center of a perfectly circular plat- 
form, to a height of four hundred feet, 
in a smooth dome-shaped hill of pol- 
ished basalt, exactly resembling a bee- 
hive. Its area altogether is less than 
a thousand acres. Nevertheless, on the 
ledge surrounding the inaccessible cen- 
tral dome, are some two hundred na- 
tives, who support themselves by fish- 
ing 

Conway island is another curiosity 
in smallness. It is only six feet above 
the water. Hunter island is another 
tiny portion of the British empire upon 
which no one has ever set foot, though 
it was discovered by Captain Fearn, 
so long ago as 1796 It is an oblong 
block of volcanic rock, rising sheer 
from the sea to the height of one 
thousand feet, and measures half a 
mile long and one-third of a mile in 
breadth.

There cannot be the faintest doubt as 
to what the ultimate issue of the conflict 
will be: woman's need to regulate and 
influence the laws under which she lives 
is too imperative to allow her to drop 
her agitation. The medern state claims 
and enforces the right to order the lives 
of individuals in the Interests of the 
community—that is to say, in the inter- 
ests of the majority of the electorate. 
And where the interests of an uwunen- 
franchised class (such as women) clash 
with those of the majority of the elec- 
torate, the unenfranchised class will 
have little chance Of carrying the day— 
it will simply go down before the ma- 
jority vote.

and social evils produced by the abso- 
lute dependence of one gex upon the 
good will and pleasure of the other. 

As things are at present, large class 
of women might suddenly dind them- 
selves hampered in the task of gaining 
their livelihood by meagures passed by 
the representatives of a male electorate, 
acting upon the extraordinary assump- 
tion that all the women of this country 
are married to men who are in a posi- 
tion to support them in idleness. Is it 
any wonder that we ask to be heard in 
our own defense—as every democracy, 
in like case, has done throughout the 
ages? 


Women Who Are Indifferent, 


In the woman’s case, of course, the 
question is complicated not only by 
the relations. to each other of the en- 
franchised and the unenfranchised, but 
by the fact that the unprivileged class 
is drawn from every rank of society. 
And, as rt f plays a great part in 
every politi movement, the struggle 
is made the harder by the fact that the 
women of the upper and richer ranks 
are usually those who are most indif- 
ferent to their political freedom. t, 
again, is only natural.

Three Points of Superiority. 


Farmers in the north of France are 
repurchasing some of these Anglicised| 
French wheats for seed purposes. They 
have visited Norfolk and eeen with de- 
light the success of this latest ‘‘Sensa- 
tion.” Bven on late land the forward- 
ness is astonishing. The kernel is very 
much larger than in:the popular Eng- 
lish wheats, the straw firmer and not 
too long, and the fact of the earlier 
maturity cannot be doubted. 

The ‘‘Marvel’’ wheat, also from France 
and the predecessor of the ‘Sensatign,” 
has another peculiar quality—it can be 
sown with as good results in the spring 
as the autumn. One plece of !2 acres 
sown as late as March 28—an absurdly 
late date to sow wheat—was growing | 
well on Mr. Overman’s farm at Kipton. 
He farms’ nearly 4,000 acres in Norfolk, 
and firmiy believes that the French 
wheats are going to do great things for 
the fanmer. It is on hig farm that the 
second experiment ig in progress. 

Two years ago Mr. Masters obtained 
20 pounds of a huskless oat from China. 
From this he obtained forty-eight. stone, 
all of which after selection was sown 
and is promising a good yield. Nothing 
like this oat has been seen before. ‘Ex- 
cept in shape, it resembles a wheat 
grain. It is.entirely free from husk, and 
weighs some 30 per cent more per 
bustiel than ,“Abundance’”’ or any other 
good oats. It may be that It will prove 
the first “porridge oats’ grown in the 
south; but the experimental stage is 
not yet passed. For the moment it is 
merely a marvel of exceptional interest. 
Its utility awaits further test.

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+ Will be our district agricultural schools 


graduate no young men 
willing to settle in the 
thinly populated country districts, be- 
cause of the presence of criminal ne- 
groes? ‘How will we ever get these 
young men to farm until we clean the 
country of criminal negroes, ang then 
demonstrate to them that there is mon- 
ey in farming? The science of agri- 
culture will not be worth a cent to be 
taught until the state stops making 
criminals to make money. The agricul- 
tural schools will be excellent” high 
schools as feeders for the university, 
but not for the graduation of young 
farmers, until the country districts are 
made safe for residence against crim- 
inal negroes. 

How does what I am saying apply to 
the employment of felony convicts on 
the public roads? The recent mutiny 
in the Fulton camps answers fully. 
One hundred and twenty short-term 
felons, howling like wild beasts, mak- 
ing night hideous and threatening es- 
cape from a building used as tem- 
porary guardhouse, that could be 
pushed down almost as easy as a paper 
wall. The counties cannot afford any- 
thing more. gecure. 

Again, the report of the commission 
for the firat year of the operation of 
this system says: “Escapes, which are 
more or legs incident to the employ- 
ment of convicts in fields or woods, 
have been more numerous than usual, 
|\!17 having escaped during the past 
twenty months, of which 39 only have 
been recaptured, leaving 78 at large. 
This was not wholly unexpected, as a 
large majority of convicts were moved 
to new points to be worked on the 
public roads and went into the custody 
ef new officials and guards, who in 
some instances were not experienced 
in handling desperate criminals nor 
thoroughly equipped for their safe 
keeping. This evil the commission is 
doing its best to correct, and it is con- 
fidently expected that escapes will be 
reduced to the minimum ¢o be expected 
in their present mode of employment.” 

It will be seen that the expectation 
of the commission was not realized, as 
the next year there were |59 escapes, 
and the year following 89. For the 
next year the escapes were not report- 
ed, but the average for five years would 
give the number ag /16, and forgthis 
year there have been 102. Of these, 
347 are gtill at large. 

If one hundred counties use felony 
convicts on the public roads, there will 
be one hundred methods of adminis- 
tering the criminal law. If the. con- 
victs are useq in one congregate as- 
sembly, there will be one uniform gys- 
tem under direct state control. If 
scattered all over the state, {fn small] 
squads and kept in insecure quarters. 
they will escape almost at will. and 
be turned loose again upon society for 
wild depredations. 

I am in position to know that the 
labor people are not averse to having 
these prisoners prepared for _ service 
when returned by teaching them such 
industries as will make them an eco- 
nomic force in the community. life “I 
am in further position to know that 
they can be used to great advantage in 
developing the farming interests of 
the state, as suggested in a former 
communication, and that there ig far 
greater possibility of reform in such 
relationg than can be made possible in 
the plan now proposed. I am alto- 
gether indifferent to the views of any 
man who repels the idea of the reform 
of a criminal as “disgusting.” 

The great danger from the criminal 
negro is not so much because of the 
crimes he personally commits, ag from 
the evil influence he exerts in the com- 
munity where he/‘dwells. To the 
criminally inclined, a discharged con- 
vict or an escape ig a hero of eon- 
quests, ang these people are ambitious 
to lead a life like his. It is the teach- 
ing more than the conduct that is es- 
pecially to be dreaded.

BRANTLEY ON 
ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Georgia Congressman Makes 
Able Address Before Ken- 
tucky Bar Association. 


Loulsville, Ky., July 1!.—(Special.)— 
One of the most masterly addresses 
heard at the convention of the Ken- 
tucky Bar Association, which met here 
this week, was delivered by Congress- 
man W. G. Brantley, of Georgia. 

It was a most interesting and ex- 
haustive discussion of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Mr. Brantley, who is a 
member of the judiciary committee of 
the national house of representatives, 
showed the glaring deficiencies of this 
law and the necessity for its amend- 
ment. He said: 

“Tt is remarkable that during the life 
of this law, covering eighteen years, 


there has never been One occasion for 


the supreme court to say what the pe- 
nal provisions of the law mean. The 
mere statement of this fact, it seems 
to me, furnishes a striking confirma- 
tion of the statement that nobody 
knows now. , 

“The supreme court has several! times 
construed it as applied civilly, but each 
time the construction has been of lit- 
tle value except as to the particular 
facts under. review. The supreme 
court has never construed it as a crim- 
inal law, and yet it is a law highly 
penal in ite nature. When it was being 
considered in the house of represent- 
atives, Mr. Culberson, of Texas, chair- 
man of the house judiciary committee, 
and one of the apblest 


house: 

“‘Now, just what contracts, what 
combinations in the form of trusts, or 
what conspiracies will be in restraint 
of trade or commerce mentioned in the 
bill will not be known until the courts 
have construed and interpreted this 
provision.’ 

“it ls a most unusual and remarkable 
thing that a highly penal iaw should 
be enacted at all in the absence of any 
clear or definite statement in it as to 
what & prohibits, and atill more re- 
markable that the great legislative de- 
partment of this government should be 
willing to delegate to the courts the 
power to say what acts should be 
permitted. The indefiniteness and un- 
certainty of the law have’ no doubt 
made prosecutors and others loth to 
undertake prosecutions.

TWO ACCUSED — 
OF DISTILLING 


Grover Cleveland Coggins and 
William Aldine McKinley 
Given Hearing. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., July It.- 
(Specia’.)—-The way United States 
Deputy Marshal bave Riley, his broth- 
er Frank, an officer of similar rank, 
and Charles D. Williams, revenue col- 
fell in upon a large illicit 
distillery in the swamps, six miles 
west of Milner yesterday, was best 
told in the evidence adduced before 
United States Commissioner L. M. Er- 
win this morning when Grover Cleve- 
land Coggins and William Aldine Mc- 
Kinley, two native farmers, wearing 
the names of two of the national he- 
roes and statesmen, were arraigned 
for a hearing for making “mountain 
dew.”’ 

After sneaking through the bushes 
for a mile or more, the officers peered 
through iftto a little recess on the 
creek where there were three men 
working away as busily as they could 
at a well-arranged still. Dave Riley 
made the discovery, for he had scent- 
ed the still a long distance. Thinking 
his helpers were near him, he jumped 
out, gave the yell that meant war, 
and seized a man. He had misjuged 
and while he wag holding on in a 
struggle with Coggins, the others 
jumped into the creek and reached the 
opposite side with Williams following 
on their heels. Revolvers were fired, 
but it diq not stop the men. Frank 
Riley dived through the swamp after 
the fleeing moonshiners, but they left 
him and his companion tangled in the 
underbrush. Back at the still Dave 
Riley held on until he subdued Cog- 
gins. 

The officers set to work to destroy 
the distillery. With axes they chopped 
up everything in Sight, and:- while 
rambling’ around ‘the premises found 
the dinners of some of the men. When 
they sat down to a meal William Mc- 
Kinley came _ slipping through ths 
bushes with another meal hot from 
the home of the men, and found him- 
self ‘arrested.

100TH ANNIVERSARY; 


NEARLY 400 DESCENDANTS 


Teccoa, Ga, July 11.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bearden, of Oakway, cele 
brated her one hundredth birthday et 
the home of her eon, J. W. Bearden, 
last Sunday. Mrs. Bearden has had a 
most remarkable career. Bom in Vir- 
ginia in 1808, Mrs. Bearden can dis- 
tinctly remember the British and Amer- 
icans fighting on Lake Erie, as her 
father moved to the shores of Lake Erie 
when she was put two years of age. Her 
father being killed im that battle, her 
mother married again and they again 
moved to the then frontier state of Mis- 
sisal ppl. 

There Mrs. Bearden grew up a typical 
frontier girl braving all dangers from 
Indians to wild animals. At the age of 
nineteen sive married Howard Taliaferro, 
who was @ cousin to the famous Colonel 
Bowie. .When Texas began the wary of 
freedom the martial spirits of TaMaferro 
could not be restrained, and leaving his 
wifé and children behind, he went forth 


to the war. After distinguishing him- 
self greatly, being im the party that 
captured Santa Anne, he brought his 
family to Texas and died there eight 
years later. 

Mre. Tallaferro two years later mar- 
ried J. W. Bearden, a Georgian, who 
hed just come from his native state. 
They lived quietly on Bearden’s plenta- 
tion until the civil war broke out. 
Bearden then brought his family to Geor- 
gia, leaving them to the care of his 
father.. while he went to fight for the 
southland. After reconstruction he set- 
tled down at Oakway and died therein 
1874 Since that time Mrs. Bearden hae 
been living with her youngest son, J. 
W. Bearden. 

Mrs. Bearden is practically of sound 
health, her only physical failing being 
failing eyesight. :

OUR BREAK WITH VENEZUELA. 


The recall of Mr: Veloz Gioticoa, the Venezuelan charge d’ affaires. 
marks the final breaking off of relations betweeen the United States and 
President Castro’s government. 

It will be recalled that about two months ago Minister W. W. Russell 
was called home by the state department. This was followed by the recall 
of Jacob Sleeper, the American charge, and the closing up of the American 
legation at Caracas. 

The whole cause of the present breach was succinctly stated in a letter 
from Mr. Sleeper to Dr. Paul, minister of foreign affairs of Venezuela. He 
declared the action of the state department was due to the persistent refusal 
of Venezuela to give redress “for the government action by which all Amer- 
ican interests have been destroyed or confiscated.’ Mr. Castro's government 
also refused to have these claims submitted to arbitration. 

Last winter President Roosevelt sent to congress the whole correspond- 
ence between this government and Venezuela bearing upon the claiins of A. 
F. Jauret, the Orinoco Corporation, the Orinoco Steamship Company, the 
New York and Bermudez Asphalt Company and the Critchfield concession. 

The senate declined to make any move, although Secretary Root appeared 
repeatedly before the foreign relations committee to set forth the grievances 
of this government. 

The discussion of the matter has developed no popular enthusiasm, The 
American public has shown no zeal in avenging the alleged injustice to the 
asphalt trust. This company was assessed the staggering fine of $5,000,000 
for having fomented and aided an insurrection against President Castro. 
However, the idea of going to war to secure redress for the asphalt trust 
bas not appealed to the imagination or patriotism of the people of the 
United States. 

The state department has complained of the tone and character of the 
communications-received from Venezuela bearing upon this controversy. In 
the final letter of Dr. Paul he assured our representative safe conduct across 
the country until be embarked, and declared, “Our present situation with re- 
gard to the United States is not one of war.” 

The use in this note of the word “war,” which is sedulously avoided in 
all diplomatic correspondence, shows the finality of the severance of diplo- 
matic relations which have existed for the past half century and which 
though frequently strained, have never before been broken.

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PUBLICITY OF CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. 


William H. Taft, in dictating the selection of George R. Sheldon. of 
New York, as treasurer of the republican national committee, has sought 
skillfully to supply a marked deficiency in the platform adopted by his party. 
After a heated wrangle over this question of declaring for the publicity 
of campaign accounts, the convention at Chicago decided to eliminate it 
from the republican platform pledges. ; 

The democrats, in convention in Denver, pledged the party to work for 
the enactment of a law that will prevent contributions by big corporations to 
political campaigns, and providing for the publication before election of all 
contributions above a reasonable minimum. - 

Mr. Taft and Mr. Bryan are a unit in favoring the utmost publicity in 
the accounts of their respective parties. Mr. Bryan was successful in having 
such a plank written into his party’s platform; Mr. Taft was not.

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SANITATION AND THE SUMMER SEASON 


The imperative necessity of observing all the important rules of hygiene 
cannot be too often or too vigorously insisted upon, especially at this season. 
Prevention is the better and cheaper means of curing disease. Every 


housebolder and every merchant should declare endless war against filth 
and flies. That is a combination possessing illimitable possibilities of 
trouble. The observance of the rules of sanitation are necessary at all times 
in preserving health, but doubly necessary in the heated term. 

The tly has been called the greatest enemy of human life. It has been 
charged with being the most common and prolific source of typhoid fever. 
Many cases of this tedious and dangerous disease which have been charged 
to impure water and defective plumbing are really due to the presence

of flies. 
Flies breed in filth. Then they enter the house and distribute bacilli 


over the food of the family. In some experiments showing the menace of 
this common pest, Professor William L. Underwood, of the Boston Institute 
of Technology, took a microphotograph of the track of a fly across a glass 
of beef jelly. In the few seconds required for the passage, this fly distributed 
some millions of germs of typhoid, diphtheria, malaria and other diseases. 

Shortly after the Spanish-American war, when American soldiers were 
dying rapidly at Montauk, experiments were conducted which first disclosed 
the extent of the menace of flies. In a report on fly infection, Professor 
L. O. Howard, of the United States department of agriculturé, bureau of ento- 
mology, savs: 

The principal insect agent in the spread of typhoid is the common house 
fly. Ten days complete a generation of house flies in the summer. The num- 
ber of eggs laid by each female fly averages !20. Thus, under favorable cir- 


cumstances, the offspring of a single, gverwintering house fly may In the 
course of a summer reach a figure almost beyond belief. 


It was a long while before the world woke up to the truth of the scien- 
tific discovery that mosquitoes were responsible for yellow fever epidemics, 
causing terrific annual loss of life and property. 

Despite the instinctive repugmance one feels to flies, these household 
pests are so common and apparently so innocent that the public has been 
loath to believe the truth of the criminating indictment brought against 
them. 

Flies bear upon their hairy bodies, in their mouths and digestive tubes, 
millions of bacteria gathered from the compost heap and from piles of de- 
caying and fetid matter where they breed and walk. Then they enter the 
house and investigate the butter, explore the milk pitcher, inspect the fish 
and meat and bread, and light upon the skin of members of the family. 

in an article in The London Lancet, Professor Saverio Santori, of the 
bacteriological laboratory of the Roman commune, declares he has demon- 
strated that the fly causes the dissemination of “infective intestinal maladiés 
and particularly the summer gastro-enteritis of children in its acute form.” 
In the city of New York flies are charged with the death of 650 persona 
through typhold, and of 7,000 from other diseases. 

The moral of the sftuation is this: KEEP THE PREMISES CLEAN.

IMPORTANT RECOMMENDATION OF 


MRS, DECKER. 


As president of the General Federa- 
thon, Mrs. Decker has been called upon 
to respond to addresses of welcome 
by nearly every governor of the United 
States, and a long list of mayors of 
the cities she has visited in her offictal 
capacity. Her humorous and felicitous 
remarks upon ,2uch occasions have 
made her famous, but when she ad- 
dressed the biennial convention in her 
Official capacity there was a buisiness- 
like directness of policy that brought 
Fedération issues squarely before the 
convention for decision. 

Among the recommendations which 
Mrs. Decker made were the following: 
“That the household economic depart- 
ment of the General Federation be 
dropped, as its work {s something that 
cannot be successfully conducted by a 
national body, but that state federa- 
tions continue their committees under 
that name.’ She also suggested that 
the library extension and the literature 
committee become one department, and 
that the reciprocity cammittee 
merged in the bureau of information. 
She suggested that the pure food com- 
mittee be changed to one on sanitation, 
as the question is now one of clean 
food more particularly. Mrs. Decker 
also advised that the civic committees 
be divided Into two departments, one to 
be called civic, the other a health 
committee with special interest in the 
tuberculosis problem. The déscontinu- 
ance of the household economics com- 
mittee met with considerable oppost- 
tion.

This was in the days 
of its very early youth, but it wasn't 
long before the Napoleons of baseDdali 
discovered that it was the very surest 
way in the world to advance a base 
runner—if that was all one Were after. 
To be sure it inevitably spelled’ the 
death of the batter, but as skill] in the 
game improved and playing rules also 
tended to keep down the scoring more 
and more, it came to be recognized that 
the best ohance Of scoring at all came 
by getting a man down to second some 
way or other, if in so doing you still 
reserved to yourself a place at the plate 


for one or two more batsmen before | 
the whole side was retired. Therefore, | 
the instant a runner gets down to first} 
base by any means whatever, with no! 
one out, we invariably expect a bunt, 
from even the rankest of amateurs, 
Now is it necessary to signal the run- 
ner when you are going to bunt. him 
down to second? No. if you do and 
he gets a good start thereby and you, 
as batsman, do your full duty it may 
indeed work out that the runner can get 
to third from first. especially if you have 
put the bunt down to third base so that 
it means a long throw from third to 
first and another long one back again. 
And yet with the cheverest batsmen and 
base runmers this seldom works out. I 
have seen in a big league game three 
men thrown out at, third in the one 
game by trying to make it all the way 
from first on the bunt. Tenney, on first 
for Boston, was too much for the St. 
Louls men. By signaling, the batsman 
is compelled to go after the next bell, 
whether good or bad, and the only ben- 
efit that can come from the preordina- 
tion is that the runner may have the 
very questionable pleasure of trying to 
stretch a sure “safe at second’’ into 
a very probable “out at third.’’ The 
disadvantage of the signal is, of course, 
that in ‘having to go after a very bad 
One the batter may not be able to ful- 
fil} his part of the contract. If he makes 
a strike of it the runner wil likely be 
thrown out at second. Or ‘he’s apt to 
bunt it up in the air with good chance 
for a double, or to bunt it down too 
fast with the same result, er, at least, 
to merely foul the ball, which doesn’t 
help the runner any and simply makes 
trouble for the batter himself and makes 
things easy for the opposing pitcher. 
Now, the better way, for amateurs at 
least, is for both munner and batter to 
simply wait patiently till the’ strike 
comes up, then bunt it safely, accurate- 
ly, properly and without any signal to} 
the base runner. Such a bunt wil] al- 
ways allow the runner to get safely 


down to second, and with that both 
men should be content. It often 
pens, however, that by thus waiting 
for a fine bal! to work on. a batter can 
so play the ball as to make a safe bunt 
of it even for himself and beat it out 
to first, which he could almost never 
hope to do in going after a bad one.

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Curing Snake Bites. 


(From The London Standard.) 

Considerable difference of opinion ex- 
ists with regard to a trustworthy rem- 
edy for snake bites. Dr. Lauder Brun- 
ton advocates the use of permanganate 
Of potash applied immediately. Mr. 
Greengrass, of North Arcot. distric’. 
Madras, however, as the result of vari- 
ous experiments states that acetic acid. 
even in the diluted form of vinegar, 's 
an important and efefectua]l remedy, 
and it can be applied effectually as long 
as an hour or an hour and a half after 
the bite. Cases of recovery from snake 
bites have followed the application of 
vinegar after such intervals. An in- 
cision must be made over the bite. as 
much of the poison as possible squeezed 
out, and then vinegar is to be injecte4, 
If the bite is on a limb a ligature must 
be placed above it. Mr. Greengrass 
records twenty-nine cases of recovery 
from cobra bites by such a use of vine- 
gar. The one failure which occurred 
was due to the fact that no incision 
had been made over the bite. A simi- 
lar treatment is recommended for the 
stings of. scorpions.

New York, July !!.—The speculative 
tone today lacked decision, and the 
fluctuations of prices were uncertain, 
as the room traders shifted their op- 
erations from one aide to the other of 
the market. The early advices revealed 
the needs of the bears, who put out| 
short contracts yesterday on a larger 
scale, when they detected the volume 
of the profit-taking sales. When prices 
rallied today, with the help of the short 
cOvering, the sales to take profits were 
renewed and the bears, perceiving 
this, renewed their short sales. The 
motive underlying the selling was the 
realizing on account of the adjourn- 
ment of the democratic convention, ear- 
lier purchases having been made in 
anticipation of a new demand for se- 
curities with the completion of the 
work of the two conventions. There 
was little news bearing on values. The 
n.oney market came in for additional 
consideration, a feature being some in- 
crease in the deinand for six months’ 
loans carrying over the end of the 
year. While the present nominal rate 
for call loans offers an attraction for 
this day-to-day accommodations, ap- 
parently the 3% per cent rate for six 
months’ loans seems sufficiently rea- 
sunable to induce some _ provision 
against needs for that period in consid- 
eration of possible lightening of the 
money market during the fall. 

The firm tone of the foreign exchange 
market at a rate near the gold export 
level and the knowledge that Berlin 
is still offering extra inducements to 
secure gold, kept alive the question of 
a renewed gold outgo. 

The strength in the grain markets 
militated against the stock market, and 
there was no effective recovery from 
the secondary weakness.

EC Guthman Was-Despond- 
ent Over Death of Mother 


HAD BEEN IN ILL HEALTH 


“I'm Tired of Living,” Said E. OO. 
Guthman, When Medical Assist- 
ance Was Summoned—He Had 
Made Splendid Reputa- 
tion in the Busi- 
ness World. 


In ill health and brooding over the 
recent death of his mother, E. C. Guth- 
man 40 years of age, senior member of 
the firm of the Guthman Laundry Com- 
pany, yesterday morning, at about 9 
o clock, went into the bath room in his 
apartments at the Hayden, corner of 
South Pryor and Brotherton streets, 
and cut himself to death with a pen- 
knife. In an effort to save the wounded 
rnan’s life a Grady hospital ambulance 
*4us hastily summoned and the man 
tuken to the Atlanta hospital, where 
he died at 2 o'clock. 

Guthman lived with his brother, Al- 
bert L. Guthman, at the Hayden apart- 
ment house, on South Pryor. At the 
time of the tragedy the latter was ab- 
sent, and a servant who Is employed in 
the apartment had gone to a neighbor's 
on an errand. When the maid re- 
turned she heard the groans of the 
suffering man. Going to the telephone, 
she summoned Isaac Steinheimer, a 
business associate of Mr. Guthman’s, 
and he was the first outsider on the 
scene.

“I'm Tired of Living.” 

When Steinheimer arrived he found 
Guthman perfectly conscious. “Don't 
call a doctor,” he pleaded. “I'm tired 
of living. Let me die. I did it my- 
self.’’ 

The reason advanced for the suicide 
Was the fact that Mr. Guthman’s 


mother, Mrs. Caroline Guthman, with 
| whom he had resided for many years 
(at 305 South Pryor street. and for 
whom he had possessed an unusual 
affection, died about two months ago. 
The death started a despondency on the 
part of the son, which had grown mdo¥re 
serious with the lapse of time. Im- 
mediately after his mother’s death the 
Guthman brothers moved to the rest- 
dence in the Hayden. They had been 
there about three weeks. 

His businese affairs are said to be 
above reproach. 

From the Atlanta hospital the body 
was removed to the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Greenberg, Bond & 
bloomfield. The body is said to have 
borne scores of marks of the deadly 
knife. 

E. C. Guthman was born in Philadel- 
thia in the year 1868, and took up his 
residence in Atlanta while yet a boy. 
For years he was interested in the At- 
lanta Spring Bed Company, and some 
thirteen years ago started the Guth- 
man Steam Laundry, which business he 
had built up to a high standard of 
service. He was well known in busi- 
ness circles generally, and enjoyed the 
respect and confidence of all who knew 
him. 

Surviving Mr~Guthman are two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Edward Guthman, of Chi- 
cago, and Mrs. I. H. Haas, of Atlanta, 
and a brother, Albert L. Guthman. 

The funeral will be held this Xfter- 
moon at the residence of Isaac Haas, 
at 3865 South Pryor street, and the in- 
terment will be in Oakland cemetery.

Allan, “‘it is difficult to imagine how 
in the absence of regular disinfection 
and cleansing they can be anything but 
breeding grounds for germs 

“No doubt it Is difficult to construct 
call-boxes which shall 
ventilated and at the same time prevent 
Outside sounds penetrating and conver- | 
Sation being overheard, but it ought not | 
to be an insuperable difficulty. 

Soap and Water Needed. 


“The other condition which you men- 
tion—that the boxes should be kept bac- 
terially clean—presents no difficulty. 
Soap and water are always available, 
while the thorough spraying of the box 
and the instrument with an approved | 
disinfectant solution once a day might 
be carried out with very little labor 
and at a trifling expense. 

“IT am given to understand that

NOTIFICATION ADDRESS 


BY J... Sivereae 


“Mr. Brown, as speaker of this com- 
mittee, I have the honor and pleasure 
of bringing to you a message from tne 
state democratic convention, which as- 
sembleq at the Grand Opera House in 
Atlanta, June 23, 1908," said J. R. 
Smith in notifying Mr. Brown of his 
nomination. “As the successful 


acclamation

were nominated and by 
declared the democratic 
governor of Georgia for the next term 
of two years. It is this message that 
we bring to you in the interest of 


the commonwealth. 


“Less than five months ago 
sands of our fellow citizens felt that 
they had cause to request you to make 
the race for this nomination. In the 
history of Georgia, this is the first 
departure from the second-term prece- 
dent, and in thig particular your elec- 
tion is significant. I do not believe 
that your election means the defeat 
or repudiation of any principle that 
tends to the betterment of society, 
but is a distinct disapproval of use- 
less agitation and a return to conser- 
vatism in Georgia. It means the re- 
establishment of confidence at home 
and abroad, and the complete unhors- 
ing of politicians. You stand as the 
untrammeled champion of Georgia's 
democracy, with no political debts to 
pay, pledged only to execute the will 
of the people. 

“In the platform adopted by the con- 
vention, you will find policies and 
measures favored, which we believe to 
be democratic, and therefore, in accord 
with the- will of the people. 1 shall 
not attempt to discuss the merits of 
the platform in detail, but shall refer 
briefly to portions which I consider 
most important at this time. 

“The platform pledges to all invested 
capital, whether foreign or domestic, 
without discrimination, a fair and im- 
partial administration of our laws. It 
has been the custom of our people to 
extend the hand of welcome to outside 
capital seeking investment in this state, 
and I believe the pursuance of this 
policy is essential to our material 
growth and prosperity. 


Public Utilities Control. 


‘The proper control of public utility 
corporations is a subject in which the 
people feel great concern. The in- 
‘creased power of the corporation over 
that of the individual requires’ that 
governmental restrictions should be 
placed upon them. The rights and du- 
ties of corporations should be defined in 
their federa] or state charters, and re- 
strictions placed upon them with due re- 
gard to thelr property rights, and so 
ag not to impair their credit, nor retard 
their usefulness to the public. The pur- 
pose of governmental] supervision and 
control of utility corporations is not to 
destroy the corporation, but to preserve 
and safeguard the rights of the people. 
The interest of the two are insepara- 
ble, when you injure one, you do vio- 
lence to the other. It is through @ 
thorough knowledge of the relation of 
one to the other that we may hope to 
see an equitable solution of this prob- 
lem. 

“With reference to the matter of es- 
tablishing a department of labor in con- 
nectio@ with the state government, I 
strongly favor thie suggestion, and trust 
that your administration will give this 
deserved recognition to the laboring 
hosts of Georgia. I can conceive of 
no one thing upon which the happi- 
ness of more homes depends than the 
existence of conditions favorable to 
labor. Labor produces, and the laborer 
consumes. ‘We can therefore see the 
great importance of fostering its every 
interest. 

“While prohibition was not an issue 
In the recent campaign, the platform 
pledges the maintenance and gtrict 
enforcement of the present law. Pro- 
hibition is a great moral principle, 
and should be, so far as practicable, 
removed from politics. 


For Reduction of Taxes. 


“The platform contains a recommen- 
dation for the reduction of taxes. I 
believe that our present system of 
levying taxes is antiquated and very 
imperfect, and that a plan of equali- 
gation should be adopted whereby 
every property interest should bear its 
proper proportion of the tax burden. 
When this is done, I believe it possi- 
bis to reduce our present rates, and 
have sufficient funds to meet the 
state’s obligations promptly. I am un- 
alterably opposed to levying a tax 
upon any commodity or commodities of 
common use, which are regarded 4s 
necessities. The principle ts vicious 
and undemocratic, and would prove 
disastrous to our government. We 
should meet all of our obligations, of 
whatever character, without placing 4 
special tax or burden upon one class 
of our citizens, and thereby exempting 
another. There is not a man worthy

Won Fame by Taking Cruiser Tai- 
lahassee Through Northern Fleet. 


Halifax, N. §., July |!.—‘Jock” Flem- 
ing, who won renown during the United 


erate cruiser Tallahassee out ffirough 
the eastern passage in Halifax harbor, in 

1864, eluding the northern fleet that 
was living in wait, !s dead at Ketch 
Harbor. He was 98 years of age. Flem- 
ing had been a pilot for over siyty 
years and while he figured in many ad- 
ventures his most famous exploit was 
that of the Tallahassee. 

The Tallahassee was trapped tn Hal- 
ifax harbor while coaling, by a strong 
northern fleet, and was given forty- 
eight hours by the British admiral 
within which to escape Or surrender to 
the British fiag. In the dead of night 
Fleming took the southern cruiser 


down the eastern passage, a shallow 
unused channel on the eastern side of 


the harbor, used only Sy fishing boats, 
and when morning broke the Tallahas- 
see had vanished.
